Dear Mr. Cheek: 

Your letter of 3 May 1978 is at hand. This is the second time 
I have heard of (1688) Plantation farthings being found in the Thames 
mud. Ivor Noel Hume of Colonial Williamsburg also reported such an 
incident. 

The example you sent is returned herewith. It has a normal 
edge of a line of raised dots. This was apparently put on with a 
Castaing machine before striking rather than by a split collar during 
striking. This is evidenced by the inconsistency of position of the line 
of dots. Your example shows a very poor application of the edge because 
the planchet was apparently irregular and slightly thick. All genuine 
pieces I have seen have one line of dots around the edge with missing 
portions where the machine slipped or did not make contact. 

I am always glad to try to be helpful. Please give my best to 
Peter and your team.
